Never since Hie days of the world 
war have Arlington Heights people 
rallied to a common cause as they 
have today to the Red Cross call for 
flood relief funds. There is not an 
organization in town that has not 
had a part in the accumulating of 
the money that has h»ut Arlington 
Heights “over the financial top.” j 
Witn a tentative quota of $500, in-J 
terest has grown as the effects of 
the disaster increase, until that self« 
imposed quota has been more than! 
doubled. 
Denominational lines have been I 
forgotten, natural rivalry between 
groups and organizations have been I 
thrown to the background as the 
several bodies and societies bring 
their subscriptions to Mrs. Rex j 
Volz, Red C ross chairman and th e ; 
other members of her committee. 
Families who are on relief are I 
as anxious to contribute as are I 
tii^ir more wealthy neighbors. No 
individual credit through the press; 
will be given for subscriptions and 
no individual expects it. Such ac-1 
tion on the part of the eommttee 
would not be in keeping with the 
spirit in which the money is given, j 
Liberty loan drive methods of I 
IMS are not necessary to secure 
the needed funds which will be ex­ 
pended to save lives, not to destroy 
them. 
The accompanying simple an­ 
nouncement of the committee re­ 
garding the result of the Red Cross 
drive in Arlington Heights does not 
tell half of the story. The record 
of payments and receipts issued 
may ne available for auditing pur­ 
poses, but mere figures can not dis­ 
close the spirit of the givers. 
With a total church attendance 
Sunday of over TOO worshippers, St. 
Peters Lutheran church congrega­ 
tion contributed over $400 to flood 
relief. 
St. John’s church has turned over 
to the Red Cross nearly a hundred 
dollars and the Presbyterian church 
and Sunday school have passed the 
$100 mark.

Name and kindred societies, did 
exceptionally well, as did also the 
Methodist church. These contribu­ 
tions were practically entirely se­ 
cured Sunday, with only a simple 
announcement from the pulpit of j 
the purpose for which the money i 
was to be used.

Attorney Hugo J. Thai reported 
to the Arlington Heights village 
board Monday evening that he had 
received from the attorneys of the 
hun Indemnity Co. an offer of 
$12,000 in settlement of the claim 
of the village on account of munici­ 
pal funds that were in the closed 
Arlington Heights State Bank. Up­ 
on inquiry as to the fee that w'ould 
be asked by Attorney Thai for his 
services in the case, the latter men­ 
tioned $1,200, whereupon the vil­ 
lage instructed Mr. Thai to inform 
the company that settlement must 
include $12,000 plus the attorney’s 
fee ($13,200). 
The unpaid principal of said de­ 
posits is $15,400. The company was 
willing that the village retain the 
right to any further dividends that 
might be paid by the bank receiver. 
Other business transacted by the 
hoard Monday evening, included 
only routine matters, reports of 
committees, etc.

Give Up Plans for Com­ 
munity House Because 
of Cost. 


The February meeting of the Vil­ 
lage Board w'as called an 
hour 
earlier than usual last Tuesday 
night, to afford time for a discus­ 
sion of the much discussed “Com­ 
munity Center” with representa­ 
tives of the various civic organiza­ 
tions of the Village. 
President FL F. Meyn explained 
that the cost of acquiring a site for 
the proposed Community Center, 
plus the cost of the building, w’ould 
be beyond the bonding limit of the 
Village, unless they considered the 
offer of the Country Club buildings 
on the south side. The Country Club 
buildings together with five acres 
of land, have been offered at a cost 
of between $25,000 and $30,000, 
with an additional 40 acres of land 
at $400 per acre. 
This otter, from a price stand­ 
point, of course is an attractive one, 
but the locality is considered im­ 
practicable for such a project and 
then no provision would be made 
for housing facilities for the fire 
and police departments. In view' of 
all this the Board has been consid­ 
ering the erection of a Village Hall 
on the site of the present building,, 
which would obviate the purchase 
of ground. The Village Hall would] 
contain a large meeting room—pro­ 
viding a meeting place for the vari­ 
ous organizations — library facili­ 
ties—small meeting rooms and fa­ 
cilities for the fire and police de­ 
partments—in fact 
this Village 
Hall w'ould embrace all of the fa­ 
cilities proposed in a Community 
Center building with the exception 
of gymnastic equipment, swimming 
pool and park grounds. 
It is unfortunate, of course, that 
we can not have a community 
park, with swimming and wading 
pools, gymnasium, etc., but if the 
cost of such a project is beyond the 
bonding limits of the Village, under 
its present population and set-up, 
there is no alternative. This seem­ 
ed to be the concensus of the repre­ 
sentatives present at the meeting! 
and the Board w ill proceed to ask 
for a PWA grant for a Village hall. 
During the course of the meet­ 
ing the Board decided to decline 
the request of-the Wolf Coal Co. for 
permission to establish a coal yard 
en the railroad right of way, just 
south of Emerson street.

The Board also resolved to re- 
fieat the practice of last year of Bl­ 
owing a discount of 50#- on busi­ 
ness licenses paid before June I. 
Bids for tires for the police car 
and two truck tires were opened 
and read, but the m atter was re-.

An ordinance was passed provid­ 
ing for the inspection of all ve­ 
hicles delivering perishable food or 
goods in the Village and providing 
an inspection fee therewith.

and then 
Baumer stopped it, and returned 
to the scene of the accident. Wit­ 
nesses swore that Baumer nad 
staggered, his talk was incoherent 
and that

liquor. 
William Bossart, Baumeris tath- 
er-in-Iaw’, w’ho wras in the car at 
the time, said that he had expected 
Baumer to meet him when he got 
off a train, but that the car wrasn’t 
at the station.
